School Resumes, 
Enrollment Is Up 


More than 15,000 students 
are scheduled to resume 
classes Monday morning in 
the 
Plano 
Independent 
School District following the 
Christmas holidays. 
The students will return to 
finish the final two weeks of 
the third six weeks grading 
period of the school year. 
Written progress reports will 
be sent home to parents 
following the end of the third 
six weeds Jan. 16. 
Senior 
High 
School 
students will return to their 
new campus to find that all 
five buildings will finally be 
available for use. 
The 
Activities Building, which 


houses physical education, 
health and athletic facilities, 
was completed during the 
holiday period. 
As custodial and main­ 
tenance personnel readied 
the buildings for the second 
half of the school year, 
school officials reported that 
continuation 
of 
growth 
throughout the 114 sq. mi. 
school district during the fall 
resulted in the 18 schools 
recording sharp enrollment 
increases. 
An additional 773 students 
were added to school rolls 
during the fall to raise 
enrollment from a 14,350 
first day figure to a 15,123 


total on Dec. 15. 
The 773 student increase is 
the second highest fall term 
increase in the last five 
years. First semester in­ 
creases during the 1970-71, 
1971-72, 1972-73, 1973-74 and 
1974-75 school years were 
recorded as 289,545,565, 858, 
and 535 respectively. 


Dr. H. Wayne Hendrick, 
superintendent of schools, 
noted also that 1,733 more 
students were attending 
district schools this year 
than at the same time last 
year for an 11.4 percent 
increase 
in 
enroUemtn 
during the last 12 months.

Collin County Livestock 
consented to issuance of the 
order and waived oral 
hearing. It neither admitted 
nor denied the charges in an 
administrative 
complaint 
filed by USDA’s Packers and 
Stockyards Administration 
Administrative Law Judge 
Victor W. Palmer suspended 
the firm’s registration for a 
30-day period and thereafter 


until it demonstrates it is no 
longer insolvent and the 
shortages in its trust account 
have been corrected. It may 
not operate as a market 
agency or dealer during that 
period.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The Federal Track Com­ 
mission wants to make sure 
a used car dealer tells a 
potential buyer if the car 
was once a taxi or if it was 
ever damaged. 


The FTC also would forbid 
used car salesmen from 
making 
“ any 
false, 
misleading or deceptive 
representation ... of the 
quality, performance, relia­ 
bility or lack of mechanical 
defects” of their cars, in 
sales talks and advertising. 
The agency Friday an­ 
nounced proposed rules, 
which it may put into effect 
around the beginning of 1977. 


It gave interested parties 90 
days to comment. 
Under the proposal, a 
sticker in the right rear 
window of each car would 
list any work — including 
reconditioning, paint touch­ 
ups and other 
surface 
repairs — done by the 
dealer, cr of which the 
dealer is aware. 
If the car has a bent frame 
which has been repaired — a 
frequent tip-off that it has 
been in a wreck — that would 
have to be disclosed. 
The sticker would have to 
say whether the car has been 
through a flood or has ever 
been owned by any com­

In a midnight ceremony 
New Y ear’s Eve, the Bell 
was moved from its home in 
Independence Hall to a new

pavilion IOO yards away. 
City officials built the 
pavilion because Indepen­ 
dence Hall cannot handle the 
flow of tourists expected to 
visit Philadelphia during the 
Bicentennial year. 
Thousands 
of 
persons 
showed 
up 
for 
the 
ceremonies despite heavy 
rains and chilling winds. 
Many lit candles when the 
city 
extinquished street 
lights 
in 
the vicinity 
to 
dram atize the B e ll’s 20- 
minute journey. 
Several workmen towed 
the Bell behind a procession 
of dignitaries and the 3rd 
Infantry Regiment Fife and 
Drum Corps d ressed in 
Continental Army uniforms. 
The Bell’s original yoke 
was intact on its new metal 
frame, and the pavilion was 
opened officially to visitors 
following a special service.

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
1976 Bicentennial ought to 
put the American Revolution 
into contention with the Civil 
War among amateur history 
buffs, 
or else m ake 
it 
another century before any 
American looks at the birth 
of this nation. 
Why 
is 
the Civil 
War 
historically so much more 
popular, with fans arguing 
its military strategies, re­ 
enacting its high points and 
refighting its battles? 
“ Suddenly An E agle.” an 
ABC 
documentary 
to 
be 
aired 
Jan . 
7, 
8-9 
p.m . 
Eastern time, gives some 
clues in its intelligent, two- 
man narrative performed by 
Lee J. Cobb on the American 
position, 
and 
Kenneth 
Griffith on the British side. 
The American revolution 
hinged on economic m atters 
with distinct but not really 
d ram atic 
overtones 
of 
political freedom. There is 
nothing innately romantic 
about taxes, especially taxes 
on tea (let 'em drink cof­ 
fee9 ), or even about taxation 
without 
representation. 
When Patrick Henry talked 
about liberty and death, he 
was not in imminent danger. 
The Civil War, according 
to many historians, also had 
a 
lot 
more 
to 
do 
with 
econom ics than ideology, 
with the industrialization of 
the north as opposed to the 
agricultural orientation of 
the south, with protectionist 
policies proposed to protect 
the infant industries of the 
north versus the low tariff 
policies backed by the cotton 
producers to support their 
export trade. 
But that isn’t the popular 
emphasis, which instead has 
been on the brother against 
brother aspect of the Civil 
War, as the cliche goes, and 
with the tragedy 
of the 
slaves and the problems of 
Reconstruction. 
Another point may be that 
the Revolutionary War was 
alm ost 
a 
textbook 
illustration that wars are 
lost by the side that makes

than won by heroics and 
brilliant battlefield tactics.

to Griffith, partly because 
his im itations of British 
hauteur. Irish anger, a risto ­ 
cratic John Bull headedness 
give him more leeway. Also 
he and director-producer 
William Peters wrote the

Cobb, limited to the less 
flamboyant nature of John 
and Sam Adams, Patrick 
Henry, Paul Revere, speaks 
with deepvoiced conviction 


and a certain sadness.

In between one actor or the 
other dominates the screen 
in places as distant as 
Boston’s Old North Church 
or Britain’s Windsor Castle.

AUSTIN, Tex 
(U PI) - 
Texas has revived the idea of 
re-usable license plates — a 
World War 
II economy 
measure — to deal with the 
problems of a new era of 
shortages. 
Motorists who apply for 
new car tags this year will 
receive a small red. white 
and blue strip of refective 
material 
to update 
their 
existing plates 
It will be the first time 
since the end of the war that 
motorists will re use tags 
issued in an earlier year. 
The state Department of 
Highways 
and 
Public 
Transportation will start 
mailing 
new 
auto 
registration applications to 
motorists this week 
Highway 
department 
officials said the bicen­ 
tennial validation stickers 
are to be attached to the 
upper left corner i>f the 
plates 
In 1973, the legislature 
ordered the department to 
begin using the renewable 
piates 
as 
an 
economy 
measure. When the present 
supply of tags is exhausted. 


the new ones will have a 
silhouette 
of 
Texas 
separating the series of 
letters and figures. 
H W. Townsley. director of 
the 
motor 
vehicle 
registration division, said 
the state issued car license 
plates for the first time in 
1917. 
“ Prior 
to 
that 
time, 
motorists registered their 
vehicles in the county of 
residence,” he said. 
Tax 
assessor-collectors 
issued 
drivers a number and car 
owners were responsible for 
buyi ng 
a p p r o p r i a t e 
materials and making their 
own plates.” 


The 
first 
state-issued 
plates were round and red 
and white. 


Townsley said beginning 
in 1978 the state will go on a 
year round registration 
system rather than having 
all drivers reregister their 
cars at the same time. The 
validation stickers in 1978 
will indicate 
the month of 
issue and drivers will renew 
their licenses in the same 
month each year.

I've read different estimates as 
to the percentage of disease and 
medical problems that are caused 
by the psychological effects of 
worry and tension. They will range 
anywhere from 50 to 90 percent of 
all diseases and 
psychosomatic 
disorders are caused by worry and 
tension. 
Some authorities 
believe that 
most medical conditions, up to and 
including 
cancer, 
are 
either 
brought on or greatly enhanced by 
worry. I read where one leading 
arthritis expert listed four of the 
most common conditions that bring 
on arthritis and they were all 
tension related. 
Course the wheels can come up 
with all sorts of figures and per­ 
centages and say "I believe that. . . 


" and there ain't too many people 
who can argue with them. I can't 
remember the exact percentages 
this wheel was giving but it was 
something like 50 percent of all 
worry Is about things that never 
happen, 30 percent is about things 
that have already happened and we 
can't do anything about the result, 
13 percent of our worry is about 
things that we can't change no 
matter how much we sweat em, 
and only something like 7 percent 
of our worry is about things we can 
change. 
Once I took this course on worry 
and Its effects and how to control it. 
I was really astonished at the 
different theories and how much 
sense they made. I found out later 
that the ole boy teaching the course 
had a nervous breakdown. So in 
some of the cases I felt like that 
some of the experts are kinda like a 
male obstetrician. They can tell a 
woman how to have a baby but they 
sure as heck can't do it themselves.

and

worker. 
Mrs. Pearson thinks the 
lesson to be learned is 
placing priorities in order, 
figuring ways for both 
husbands and wives to 
realize their potential. 
“Men are waking up to the 
fact that they have been

narrow,

masculinity,” she said. 
Early Mormon women did 
not advocate that every

“Women were forced to 
develop initiative,” Mrs. 
Pearson said.

Mrs. Belva Lockwood was

Wells was editor for 40 years 
of “Exponent.” a Mormon 
publication.

about women as the official 
teachings of the church or 
the way most Mormon 
women feel,” Mrs. Pearson 
said. 
“The church is essentially 
a patriarchal institution, but 
I think most men are suf­ 
ficiently mature that they 
don’t have to have a woman 
looking up to them so they 
can look down on her. This 
attitude can stunt her growth 
and damage the family ”

Now 
if you hear a preacher ap­ 
peal to his office, which God 
has com m anded him to 
adm inister, you shall of 
course not reject his office, 
for that remains powerful 
and valid, even if a Pharisee 
or Sadducee administer it.

True prophets shall lead a 
godly life. They shall be 
examples to the flock.

zealous in his office and 
calling, honorable in his life, 
unselfish in his endeavors, 
then certainly you should not 
reject all this.
